It is with deep regret that we learn of the death 
of Pvt. James Donald Curran, son of Mr. & Mrs.

been in the Pacific area about six months, 


Pvt. Curran entered the service in September, 193 
and received his training at Parris Isiand and New 
River N.C. ‘He is survived by his wife, the former 
Toino Niemi,his parents, and two brothers, Ralph,an 
aviation cadet at Santa Ana,Cal. and Ernest who 


is at home. 
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Martha P, Mossman,daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs, L.J. Mossman is in 
Italy at a huge air base near tho 
Adriatic. Sho and two other Red 
Cross girls havo set up an Officcr's 
club, and an onlistcd men's club 
and a snack bar. They operate these 
with tho help of sixtecn or scvone 
toon Italian helpers and voluntocrs 
consisting of practically cevcry 
Cnlistcd man and officer in the 
vicinity, They provide all sorts 
of recrocation,scttle problcoms,sow 
on buttons,darm socks, hold heads, 
read and write lettors,givo advice 
on every subject known to man,and 
all in all mothcr hundreds of home-~ 
Sick and weary soldicrs who are 
continuously shuttling back and 
forth on bombing runs, 
On one ice cream day,thcy hac sor- 
vod over a thousand mon before four 
in the aftcrnoon in addition to 
oll their othcr littlic dutios, The 
girls are on duty from ebout ten 
in tho morning until o11 hours of 
the night, The tompcraturo in the 
day time hovers around 1250 accom-~ 
panicd by a hot vind and clouds of 
dust, and to add to their miscry, 
the girls are rationed to one dath 
por wock, Food in gencral is good, 
plonty of moat ad vegetablos but 
no eggs or milk or candy. The main 
point that Martha continually 
writes about is tho lack of mail. 
She urges that ovoryono write to 
anyone thoy know in the armed score 
vice and write ofton, She says no 
one at home soums to roalize just 


how much lcttors moan to these 


boys and how oagorly thoy look 

for thom and how bittorly disap- 
pointed they aro when days go by 
and still no word from homo, She 
says to writc now to some ono, 
Don't just plan on doing it,but 

DO IT NOW. You don't necd to toll 
‘om that the sun is shinning or 

it rainod Thursday. Tcll ‘cn the 
little evory cay homely things; 
the wasp that stung you whore you 
didn't cnjoy it;Gippy playing the 
Anvil Choruss;Doolittlo sclling out:
